Naples’ Ancient Toubsa 

A subterranean chamber bas been discov 
ered under a house on the hillside at Naples. 
Along the center runs @ Mosaic pavement, 
anion each side there is a double row of 
sepulcners hewn in the rock, the fronts of 
which are stuccoed and painted and deco- 
rated with terra cotta and marble reliefs 
Within the tombs were perfect skeletons, 
Vases, and other objects, the antique lamps 
being in such good condition that when the 
new find Was inspected by a party of German 
arch@ologists the workmen made use of them 
The many weil pre- 
served inscriptions are chiefly in Greek, with 
some Latin, and prove that the epoch: of these 
tombs wasabout 1000 B.C. Other tombs in 
asecond chamber have not yet been exca- 
vated. Similar catacombs have heretofore 
been found in this locality, says Pall Mall 
Gazette, in which appeared the foregoing 
description.
